P*WASHINGTON.— Chi Charging the 
Dies Committee on un-American 
Activities with suppressing, in its 
annual report, facts concerning 
the anti-Semitic propaganda con- 
ducted by pro-Axis organizations 
in America, Rep. Jerry Voorhis 
of California, a member of the 
committee, this week made public 
a one-man minority report in 
which he dissents from certain 
conclusions set forth in the Dies’ 
report which was released this 
week. 

In its report, the Dies Com- 
mittee defends itself for failing 
to make public the results of 
closed hearings in anti-Semitic 
activities held in January, 1942. 
“The character of the testimony 
given,” the report says, “was, by 
and large of such extreme and 
fanatical tenor that in the opin- 
ion of this committee no good 
purpose could have been served 
by taking it in public.”

“3. Union of this federation with an Anglo-American 
union which is assumed to be part of that greater union of the 
free nations now laboring to be born out of the ruins of the 


Explaining these points in detail, Dr. Magnes says that if 
the political equality of the Jews and the Arabs in Palestine 
is accepted as part of the compromise to be reached between 
the two peoples, then “there seems to be no good reason why 

a beginning should not be made now with a bi-national admin- 
istration, so that officials may be trained as soon as possible for 
the great tasks which confront them.” He emphasizes that the 
time to begin to prepare the Jews and the Arabs for responsi- 
bility in a bi-national Palestine is now and not after the war. 

Touching on the question of Jewish immigration to Pales- 
tine, Dr. Magnes expresses the belief that a union of Pales- 
tine, Transjordan,-Syria and Lebanon in an economic and poli- 
tical federation, if and when formed, would solve this problem. 
“The whole question of numbers in Palestine would then lose 
its present primary significance for the Arabs,” he writes. 
a federation of the four states in question, whatever its form, 
would include an Arab population of several million. The 
Arabs would be relieved of their fear of being swamped and 
dominated by a majority of Jews.

fice of the Gallup Institute a- 
mong a cross-section of the 
Swedish population. 


The Institute asked: “Which 
foreign political occurance do 
you think will be remembered 
the longest from 1942?” Twen- 
ty-five per cent of all the vot- 
ers chose the Jewish deporta- 
tion. Next came the battle for 
Stalingrad with 13 per cent and 
the American invasion of North 
Africa with 9 per cent. The re- 
sults were broadcast over the 
Stockholm radio.

Dearest Parents: 

I am now permitted to tell 
you that I am residing in the 
town of Fedala (FAY-de-LA) in 
French Morocco, in N. W. Africa! 
Surprisingly enough the weather 
is quite cool except for a few 
hours in the afternoon. I wear 
wool uncerwear: and often a 
field jacket! The climate is com- 
parable to that of S. Carolina 
I'd say. 


But here’s the pay off. We are 
living in a sardine cannery!!! 
Can you smell it on this paper? 

The trip was entirely unevent- 
ful and perhaps for that reason 
extremely tedious (for which I’m 
thankful.) 


Fedala is quite fascinating and 
of course different from any- 
thing I’ve ever seen _ before. 
Arabs wander about aimlessly, 
many of the women veiled or in 
vlace of the veil, tattoo marks. 
Some of them are unspeakably 
filthy and I contend that anyone 
from the States who is only a 
luke-warm patriot while there, 
will become a_ red-hot, rabid 
American once he sees another 
country. 


I had $10 when I landed (I 
won $5 of that because we were 
not with British Isles) and for 
that I got 750 francs. That should 
last me for the duration; for 2 
reasons—one, things are very 
cheap, and two, there are so few 
things to buy. The Germans are 
milking the area of 90 per cent 
of their produce, I’ve heard, and

My banner high, my refuge 
strong.

“No need was there for them 
to ask themselves, ‘Why go to the 
House of the Lord?’ It was to 
them second nature, the habit of 
their lives, part and parcel of their 
being. 

“Today, we, their indifferent 
descendants, are ruled by reason. 
We must use argument and logic 
to justify once-a-week Temple at- 
tendance. 

“May I tell you why I go to 
Temple? 

“Because when I was a child, 
my mother and father went, and 
took me with them. Bring up a 
child in the way he should go and 
when he is old, he will not depart 
therefrom. 

“Because the Sabbath brings 
blessings to the heart, work-day 
thoughts and cares are put aside,’ 
and I enjoy the calm and restful 
worship of the Shabbath. 

“I go to join in ritual and re- 
sponse and sing the sacred songs. 
Not all of my religion is in my 
Rabbi’s name. I want a little of 
my own. Ah, but you say you are 
not religious. Will you still say 
so when ou remember the 
prophet Micah thus defined reli- 
gion, “To do justice, to love mercy 
and to walk humbly with thy 
God?’

whatever the Indianapolis lodge wants to do, it 
now knows it can do, and do to perfection. 

National fame and recognition came to St. 
Louis’s 51,000 Jews when the B’nai B’rith lodges 
of that city joined together to sell $1,910,090.00 
in war bonds. Louisville, with a population al- 
most equal to. that of Indianapolis, saw its lodge 
take a bow when it added $760,000.00 to the 
war bond sale. Now comes the Indianapolis 
Jewish community, marshalled together under 
the aegis of B’nai B’rith and takes its rightful 
place as the leading Jewish community of the 
nation, bar none. 

. B’nai B’rith in Indianapolis has redeemed 
itself from a community standpoint. There is 
and should be no limit, except the bounds of its 
own imagination, to the record of achievement 
that the Indianapolis lodge can now begin to 
pile up for itself. 


The Great Betrayal 


T WAS ISAIAH, the prophet, who long ago 

pathetically exclaimed, “Your destroyers and 
your despoilers will arise from among you”. 
How tragic is our plight, how sad is our exist- 
ence. When all our energies, all our supreme 
efforts should be bent towards the amelioration 
of the catastrophic position in which the Jew 
finds himself; when we should be laboring to 
safeguard that which we have created, when we 
should unitedly sit in council and plan how to 
frustrate the evil designs of our enemies who 
unitedly and efficiently are exterminating mil- 
lions of our brethren and nullifying years of 
hard toil and achievement, when we should, 
behind a united front, be beckoning to those 
able to aid us to come to our rescue, we find 
instead the House of Israel being split, weak- 
ened and betrayed. 

A group of some ninety Reform Rabbis still 
clinging to the old outworn and outdated re- 
form philosophy of Judaism, now permit them- 
selves the luxury of debating and attempting 
to prove that we are not a nation but merely a 
religious group, (as if that matters to our 
enemies) and thereby to discredit Zionism and 
Palestine as a Jewish homeland. Nationalism, 
the lofty and righteous type of Jewish national- 
ism as expressed in the phrase “A Holy Nation”, 
of which the Torah speaks and the prophets 
speak, and to which Israel clung throughout the 
dark centuries, and which was advocated by 
the greatest and holiest souls and minds of 
Israel, and which is so vital to our future life 
and existence—this Nationalism, these staunch, 
erudite religionists are laboriously attempting 
to sabotage, to frustrate all our hopes, dreams, 
plans and labors; all under the guise of a false 
universalism and a misreading and misinter- 
preting of the prophets. 

I would ask these “crusaders” in the name of 


which Judaism or religion are they combatting 
Zionism. It can only be in the name of their 
type of Judaism which they have bankrupted 
and emptied of all spiritual content and prac- 
tice, which they have made sterile, cold and un- 
appealing, by the abrogation and discarding of 
mitzvos, customs and observances, that they 
cannot justify Zionism. Perhaps they are justi- 
fied in forming a Council for American Juda- 
ism, for in truth, theirs is a new brand which 
is not prophetic Judaism, nor traditional Juda- 
ism, nor the Judaism that the Jew has practiced 
for centuries and which fortified his existence. 
Perhaps in their new brand, Zionism, which 
aims at the preservation of the Jew and Jewish 
religious values and culture cannot find a 
place. If anything, this “religious crusade” as 
they choose to designate their organized battle 
against Zionism is rather a Jerome Frank 
movement against the Jew and Judaism. It is 
self-hate hidden behind a false front of anti- 
nationalism and cloaked in the shibboleths of 


Universalism which prompts this zealous battle | 


against Nationalism. 


American Jewry must now rise, not as Zion- 
ists, but as Jews and combat with all its 
strength these betrayers of our cause. We must 
gird our loins and enter this conflict with added 
zeal and greater devotion. Greater must become 
the enrollment of members in the Zionist ranks. 
More religion and more religious participation 
must be our answer to these who under a false 
guise desire less of the Jew and still less of 
Judaism. The majority of Israél must now speak 
vociferously to stay the deeds of our own de- 
stroyers and despoilers. This great betrayal 
must not succeed. In the name of justice, in the 
name of unity, we condemn them and their 
plans.—RABBI IRVING A. WEINGART. 


The Laity of Tomorrow 


T IS ALREADY a truism beyond necessity of 
further proof that the spiritual future of our 
people depends upon our educational system. 
As we view Jewish education today, we find a 
situation which offers little encouragement for 
a more enlightened lay leadership in days to 
come. Our present Hebrew School system is 
filled with self-defeating evils. Our Talmud 
Torahs at best are able to give the child merely 
one to two hours of daily instruction, and this 
only after a long weary day of public school 
work. It is readily understandable then, that 
the child’s efficiency is low by the time he 
reaches the Hebrew School. As a result of such 
conditions, many parents who may have a sin- 
cere desire to give their child a Hebrew educa- 
tion, refrain from doing so for fear of overtax- 
ing him unduly, and depriving him of his play- 
time. Then, there are those parents who are 
torn between two loves—Hebrew education on 
the one hand, and the finer arts such as music, 
drama, or dancing on the other. Naturally the 
latter wins out in the majority of cases, for 
where is a child to find time for all these pur- 
suits? Finally, there is that group which advo- 
cates Jewish education only insofar as it teaches 
a boy his Bar Mitzvah—not a training of several 
years which would give him a background and 
knowledge to guide him in later life, but rather 
a rushed period of study in which he barely has 
time to master essentials. Thus, with his less 


than basic training, he gives a theatrical per- 
formance known as the “Bar Mitzvah Cere- 
mony”, and with this grand finale his formal 
Jewish education is concluded just as it has be- 
gun. 


We are, therefore, confronted today with 
gross “am-horatzus”, widespread ignorance of 
Jewish learning, which is veritably threatening 
the continuance of Judaism. 


To combat this lack of knowledge and this 
indifference, we must focus our attention on 
youth. Although there are many protagonists 
of adult education, we must realize its short- 
comings. Adults are set in their beliefs, have 
well-defined habits that are for the most part 
inflexible, and are more interested in being 
entertained than taught. Religions must be in- 
culcated at a very early age in order to be ap- 
preciated and observed in later life. This can 
best be accomplished by’ means of Hebrew 
parochial schools, where the child can be indoc- 
trinated with the principles of Judaism while he 
is yet at an impressionable age. Secular knowl- 
edge and Jewish education must be considered 
of equal importance, and for good results in 
both, parochial schools should be advocated. 
While the public school atmosphere makes a 
child indifferent, if not antagonistic, towards 
religion, and places many obstacles in the way

THIS LAYMAN 
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PRR i dissin «seston of Tred bacea 
a group of reform rabbis has organized a 
campaign against the idea of a Jewish state, in 
favor of a purely religious concept of Judaism 
for the development of Palestine without Jew- 
ish statehood, 

These rabbis have been all but excommuni- 
cated from the house of Israel by some of the 
brethren who seem to believe that a “Jewish 
state” is as much an essential of Judaism as the 
immaculate conception, the virgin birth, trans- 
substantiation and the resurrection are of Chris- 
tianity. 

They feel especially outraged because the 


rabbis have said that a majority of American — 


Jews do not favor a Jewish state. Their voices 
have been so loud for Jewish statehood that they 
have come sincerely to believe that the tumult 
is the sound of all Israel demanding a Jewish 
state. 

I am aware that I am sticking my neck out 
and tempting the axe to fall on it. But it is time 
for frank discussion among laymen who, awed 
by the profundities of the professionals, have 
been keeping their mouths shut. 

There has been.a lot of confusion about Pal- 
estine among the laymen, which the statehood 
advocates haven’t taken the trouble to clear up 
and may have encouraged even. So that many 
a citizen is counted in favor of a Jewish state 
when all he is thinking of is a Palestine made a 
safe and happy place for homeless Jews to settle 
and work in. 


Let us take the case of this layman, Segal. 
He is like most of the other laymen in Israel in 
that-he hopes to see Palestine made to flow with 
milk and honey again by dislocated Jews who 
will find friendly haven there. He does not en- 
visage a Jewish political state in Palestine. 

Several years ago he was prevailed upon to 
join his local Zionist organization. He paid $5 
dues. He had no idea of joining a political party 
dedicated to the purpose of establishing a Jew- 
ish state. He thought, well, this $5 of mine 
may plarit a couple of olive trees or help to start 
an orange grove. 

He dropped out of the Zionist organization 
the next year. His mind had come to a more 
definite clarity on the difference between being 
in favor of planting olive trees and being a 
member of a political party that had to do with 
setting up a new state. 

Yet until his dues ran out he was counted 
as a party member—one of a hypothetical multi- 
tude of*irridentists striving toward the restora- 
tion of a Jewish state which had been out of ex- 
istence 2000 years. 

He wonders how many more there are like 
him—people who for the sake of olive trees and 
work and home for homeless Jews permit them- 
selves to be enrolled in the Zionist organization 
on the side of a Jewish state. 

He thinks that for the sake of enlightening 
many confused minds there should be a com- 
plete public clarification of the two sides of the 
Palestine shield—something like this: 

“Yes, ladies and gentlemen, there are two 
ways of thinking of Palestine. There is the po- 
litical way that thinks of Palestine as a future 
Jewish state over a Jewish nation. 

“The other way has no political concepts at 
all. It thinks of Palestine as a place for coloniz- 
ing Jews whose political status shall be the same 


as Jews in other liberal countries where Jews 
are settled. They shall share in the govern- 
ment with other elements of the population, as 
Jews in the United States, for example.” 

If the matter were presented to them in this 
light, this layman Segal doubts very much that 
a majority of the American Jews would vote for 
a Jewish state. His opinion is based on an ex- 
tensive association with non-professional Jews 
with whom he plays rummy or poker, or at 
whom he tosses medicine balls at the gym, or 
with whom he takes lunch at the counter in the 
Wheel Cafe. He hasn’t much to do with the 
professionals. 

Like himself, other Jewish laymen are deep- 
ly troubled by the concept of a Jewish national 
homeland. They know only one homeland— 
this America. They don’t want to be put in an 
ambiguous position in which they will always 
have to be explaining their national identity to 
people who wonder just where a Jew thinks his 
homeland is: Here or in Palestine? There are 
problems enough without another one being 
added. 


Besides, here and nowhere else IS the home- 
land; here where they are already deep-rooted, 
this America to which they owe all they are 
and hope to be, for which their children have 
gone away to battle. There can be no other 
national homeland, real or esas for Amer- 
ican Jews. 


Yes, Segal and many others like him are 
willing that Palestine shall be home for home- 
less Jews, just as America is home for the four 
million Jews who inhabit it. They are unwill- 
ing to be counted in, or counted out, as a people 
who are somehow of another nation and another 
country. They are unwilling to be taken and 
lumped together in a national homeland iden- 
tity, even remote,.that they don’t want. 


Sometime Segal is told with that contemptu- 
ous air of superiority that the professionals like 
to affect, that he is one of those Jews who are 
afraid of what other people think. True, he 
does desire the good opinion of men; he seeks 
to avoid further causes of ~misunderstanding. 
He is quite tired of explaining himself. 

He is not influenced, though, by what other 
people might think if he were a Jewish nation- 
alist. He simply can’t thnik of any other. na- 
tional allegiance but American; he is not of 
Palestine at all. 


Yet such is his hope to see Palestine made a 
good country for Jews to live in that he fears a 
Jewish state which would have to live under 
siege of aggrieved Arabs who, it must. be ‘con- 
fessed, themselves have a pretty good claim on 
Palestine. It couldn’t be a happy home that 
was beset by hostile elements resentful to see a 
Jewish state imposed on them. 

He keeps on contributing toward the build- 
ing of a Palestine that, he hopes, will be a 
Shangri-la for Jews but not a political state. It 
can not be simultaneously a Shangri-la and a 
Jewish state, surrounded by bitter enemies. 
Occasionally Segal has a tree planted in Pales- 
tine in memory of a friend. 

That’s the case of layman Segal and I com- 
mend him to the merciful consideration of the 
nationalists; there are multitudes of Jews like 
him and you can’t excommunicate them all. I 
ask for similar mercy for the dissident rabbis.

of Jewish living, and in the observance of Jew- 
ish holidays and practices, the parochial school 
would instill a love for Torah and religion, and 
a desire to live Jewishly. The Hebrew parochial 
scheol would create Jews proud of their name. 
To those who fear that Hebrew parochial 
schools breed un-Americanism, it is well to point 
out that all subjects of the Public School cur- 
riculum are taught, and the children are like- 


wise given an understanding and love for all - 


American institutions. For those who are con- 
stantly living in fear of “what will the neigh- 
bors say, “it is good to remember that one of the 
most effective methods to further anti-defama- 
tion and good-will is the creation of a people 
versed in their tradition and Law—an honest, 
G-d-fearing generation. , 

. Let.us then not limit the benefits of parochial 
education to the larger metropolitan centers, but 
think of establishing such schools in the smaller 


communities as well. The example of our Cath- 
olic neighbors who have established parochial 
schools in cities large and small might well be 
taken to heart. 


True, the financial burden of such a system 
may be great, but is*it not worth all our effort 
and energy to create a generation of enlightened 
Jewish people that will form the leaders and 
laity of tomorrow? The dividends reaped from 
such an investment will yield compound inter- 
est in years to come. Let us make use of the 
opportunity afforded us in this blessed “land of 
the free,” where parochial school education can 
be effected. The sooner we realize the full im- 
plication of the commandment, “‘and thou shall 
teach them diligently unto thy children,” and 
regard the admonition of our Sages, “gourge him 
(the child) as an ox,” the sooner will we solve 
one of the greatest Jewish problems in America 
today, namely, Jewish education; and insure an 
intelligent lay leadership.—RABBI AARON M.

NEGLECT DUTIES, 
LETTER STATES 

To the Editor: 

Alfred Dobrowitz in his letter 
to you last week touched a mat- 
ter of paramount importance to 
the Jewish Community of Indi- 
anapolis, and that is our attitude 
towards matters of vital interest 
to ourselves. 


Recently we had the sorry spec- 

tacle of a National Jewish Or- 
ganization in our city sponsor 
a public dinner with a “treifah” 
menu, and sorrier still was the 
fact that none of our spiritual 
leaders took any kind of firm 
stand to protest against this fla- 
grant breach of Jewish Law. 


Our Rabbis complain that they 
do not have the support of the 
community, and in this respect 
it should be respectfully pointed 
out to them, that in view of the 
resentment expressed against 
this affair much could have been 
accomplished in the right direc- 
tion had our leaders taken steps 
in the proper quarters. 


It is to be hoped that our 
leaders will unhesitatingly take 
such steps as are necessary to 
prevent a repetition, and this 
is being written with the Wel- 
fare Dinner in mind, we can and 
should contribute to this worthy 
cause, but there is no need what- 
soever to hold up our Jewish 
Laws to public ridicule. 


In keeping with this subject 
of our disinterest to matters of 
importance to us, there is another 
instance where our leaders, both 
spiritual and lay, were sadly 
neglectful in their duties, this is 
the lamentable fact that no public 
meeting was held in protest of 
the Nazi’s bestial systematical 
extermination of ‘hundreds of 
thousands of human beings in 
Eastern Europe. 


Most communities all over the 
United States held large public 
meeting where both the repre- 
sentatives of the Christian church 
and the Jewish communities 
assembled together on a common 
platform to publicly condemn 
these atrocious acts of inhuman- 
ity, and these condemnations do 
arouse public opinion. 


Recently a delegation was re- 
ceived in Washington by Mr. 
Sumner Wells, who stated that 
it was with much regret that he 
could infofm the delegation that 
the State Department had re- 
ceived its own confirmation of 
the news in the press of the 
atrocities, and suggested that it 
was left to the Jewish people to 
pray, and at the same time hold 
meetings and arouse public 
opinion. 

Yet we in Indianapolis did not 
even murmur our protest. What 
are we thinking of, where do we 
think-we are going? Jewry of 
Indianapolis WAKE UP, we are 
asleep, we are drugged by the 
chloroform of apparent security, 
isolationists all of us. 

I sincerely trust that this 
letter will serve its purpose to 
prod our leaders into action and 
that the community will follow 
their lead and thereby not fail 


in one of the most momentous 
periods of all history.
